It's  a  glorious  feeling  to  hop  on  your  bike  and  know  that  it's  going  to 
ride  smoothly  and  safely  to  your  destination. 

Millions  of  riders  experience  the  fun,  health  and  pleasure  of  bicycling 
every  day— with  great  joy  and  happiness  to  themselves— because  they  know 
how  important  it  is  to  care  for  their  bicycles. 

Your  bicycle  is  designed  to  last  for  many  years  provided  you  keep  it 
in  good  condition.  If  you  polish,  clean,  adjust  and  lubricate  your  bike  from 
time  to  time,  it  will  withstand  much  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  everyday  use. 

In  the  long  run,  the  better  you  care  for  your  bike,  the  better  it  will 
serve  you  and  the  more  you'll  enjoy  it.  Incidentally,  the  proper  care  and 
maintenance  of  your  bicycle  is  an  act  that  nearly  equals  the  pleasure  of 
cycling  itself. 

Major  bicycle  repairs  should  be  made  by  a  skilled  cycle  mechanic. 
Take  your  bike  to  your  local  serviceman— he's  rfie  man  who's  best  equipped 
to  make  major  adjustments.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  you  should  have  him  inspect 
your  bicycle  at  least  twice-a-year. 

But  there  are  many  valuable  operations  you  can  perform  to  keep  your 
bicycle  in  good  shape  for  everyday  use.  We've  prepared  a  comprehensive 
chart  showing  the  parts  of  your  bike  that  can  be  given  simple  attention. 
See  the  chart  on  the  back  page. 

Here  are  some  other  do's  and  don'ts  that  will  help  prolong  the  life 
of  your  bike. 


Do's 

•  Your  bicycle  sbonld  always  be  itored 
in  a  damproof,  cool  place. 

•  Pay  aUention  to  noises  wben  yonr  bike 
is  in  motion;  they  may  indicate  wear, 
friction  and  poor  adjustment, 

•  Keep  your  tires  properly  inflated  to  the 
pressure  indicated  on  the  sidewalls. 

•  Test  the  brakes  regularly ;  also  test  the 
nuts,  tighten  bearings  and  examine 
handle  grips  and  saddle. 

•  Clean  the  frame  and  polished  metal 
parts  with  a  soft  damp  cloth;  use  an 
oiled  woolen  rag  for  nickel  and  chrome 
parts. 

•  Keep  all  moving  parts  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  properly  lubricated. 


Oon'ts 

•  Avoid  riding  yonr  bike  off  or  on  cnrbl 
—every  shock  seriously  affects  its  opet^ 
ating  ability. 

•  Avoid  standing  yonr  bike  on  deflated 
tires  for  a  prolonged  period;  the  weight 
will  crack  the  sidewalls. 

•  Do  not  ride  with  a  chain  that  is  too 
loose  or  too  tight;  the  efficiency  of  yonr 
bike  depends  upon  a  well-adjusted 
chain. 

•  Avoid  scratching  or  denting  the  frame 
and  fittings  of  your  bicycle;  exercise 
care  in  parking  your  bike. 

•  Don't  ride  your  bike  if  you  have  a  leak 
in  your  tire;  a  blowout  can  be  danger- 
ous and  cause  loss  of  control  of  yonr 
wheel.
